h. "Conversion or "Conversion Alteration" - means the 


alteration or renovation of a non-residential building or 
structure, or hotel, motel, motor hotel or guesthouse, in such 


manner as to convert the building or structure from ite previous 
use to use as a duelling or multiple dwelling. 


i. "Cooperstive" ~ means a housing corporation or 
association, wherein the holder of a share or membership interest 
thereof is entitled to possess and occupy for dwelling purposes a 
house, apartment, or other unit of housing owned by the corporation 
or association, or to purchase a unit of housing owned by the 
corporation or association. 


j- "Cost" - means, when used with respect to abatements for

m. "Horizontal Property Regime" - means a property submitted 
to a horizontal property regime pursuant to the "Horizontal 
Property Act," P.L. 1963, c. 168 (C. 46:8A-1, et seg. 


n. "Improvenent" - means a modernization, rehabilitation, 
renovation, alteration or repair which produces a physical change 
in an existing building or structure that improves the safety, 
sanitation, decency or attractiveness of the building or structure 
as a place for human habitation or work, and which does not change 
its permitted use. In the case of a multiple dwelling, it includes 
only improvements which affect common areas or elements, or three 
or nore dwelling units within the multiple dwelling. In the case 
of a multiple dwelling or commercial or industrial structure, it 
shall not include ordinary painting, repairs and replacement of 
maintenance items, or an enlargement of the volume of an existing 
structure by more than 30%. In no case shall it include the repair 
of fire or other damage to property for which payment of a claim 
was received by any person from an insurance company at any time 
during the three year period immediately preceding the filing of 
an application pursuant to this act. 


o. "Multiple dwelling" - means a building or structure 
meeting the definition of "multiple dwelling" set forth in the 
"Hotel and Multiple Law," P.L.1967, c. 76 (C. 55:13A-1 et seq.), 
and means: for the purpose of improvement or construction the 
"general common elements" and “common elements" of a condominiun, 
a cooperative, or a horizontal property regime. 


10:10-3 - ELIGIBLE PROPERTY - Owner(s) of new residential 
structures, owner(s) of improved residential structures, or 
owner(s) of newly constructed or rehabilitated commercial 
structures that are located in the City of Newark are entitled to 
avail themselves of the opportunity to receive a five-year tax 
exemption and/or tax abatement as provided in this Ordinance when 
the qualifications are met as follows: 


a. The residential dwelling shall be occupied by the owner 
thereof or the residential shareholders in the case of a 
cooperative; 


b. In the case of residential dwellings consisting of more 
than one unit, the owner must occupy at lease one unit; 


c. All real estate taxes must be current; 
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d. Written application to the Tax Assessor filed within 
thirty (30) days including Saturdays and Sundays following 
completion of the improvements;

h.. If the project is a commercial or industrial structure, 
a description of any lease agreements between the applicant and

10:10-7 - AUTHORIZATION FOR TAX EXEMPTION AND TAX ABATEMENT - 
All tax exemptions and/or tax abatements shall be approved by 
Ordinance of the Municipal Council authorizing an agreement for tax 
exemption and/or tax abatement for a particular property for a 
period of five (5) years.

10:10-15 - ADMINISTRATION OF AGREEMENTS - The Division of Tax 


Abatement and Special Taxes shall be responsible to administer the 
terms of the Agreement during the period of the exemption and 
abatement. 


10:10-16 - PROHIBITION AGAINST ADDED ASSESSMENT - The added 


assessment provisions of Section 3 of P.L. 1941, c. 397 (C. 54:4- 
$3.3) and the omitted assessment provisions of Section 9 of P.L. 
1947, c. 413 (C. 54:4-63.20) and Section 1 of P.L. 1968, c. 184

c. "Assessor" - means the officer of a taxing district 
charged with the duty of assessing real property for the purpose 
Of general taxation. 


d. "Commercial" o "Industria Structure" - means a 


structure or part thereof used for the manufacturing, processing 
or assembling of material or manufactured products, or for 
research, office, industrial, commercial, retail, recreational, 
hotel or motel facilities, or. warehousing purposes, or for any 
combination thereof, which the governing body determines will tend 
to maintain or provide gainful employment with in the municipality, 
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assist in the economic development of the municipality, maintain 
or increase the tax base of the municipality and maintain or 
diversify and expand commerce within the municipality. It shalt 
not ineluds any structure or part thereof used or tc 5e used by any 
business relocated from another qualifying. municipality. 


e. "Completion" - means substantially ready for the intended 
use for which a building or structure is constructed, improved or 
converted. 


f. "Condominium" - means a property created or recorded as 
a condominium pursuant to the “Condominium Ac ," P.L. 1969, c.257 
(C. 46:8B-1, et seq. 


g. "Construction" - means the provision of a new dwelling, 
multiple dwelling or commercial or industrial structure, or the 
enlargement of the volume of an existing multiple dwelling or 
commercial or industrial structure by more than 30$, but shall not 


mean the conversion of an existing building or structure to another 
use. 


h. "Conve on or "''Conversi lteration" - means the 
alteration or renovation of a non-residential building or 
structure, or hotel, motel, motor hotel or guesthouse, in such 
manner as to convert the building or structure from its previous 
use to use as a dwelling or multiple dwelling. 


i. "Cooperative" - means a housing corporation or 
association, wherein the holder of a share or membership interest 
thereof is entitled to possess and occupy for dwelling purposes a 
house, apartment, or other unit of housing owned by the corporation 
or association, or to purchase a unit of housing owned by the 
corporation or association. 


j- "Cost" - means, when used with respect to abatements for 
dwellings or multiple dwellings, only the cost or fair market value 
of direct labor and materials used in improving a multiple 
dwelling, or of converting another building or structure to a 
multiple dwelling, or of constructing a dwelling, or of converting 
another building or structure to a dwelling, including any 
architectural, engineering, and contractor's fees associated 
therewith, as the owner of the property shall cause to be certified 
to the governing body by an independent and qualified architect, 
following the completion of the project. 


k. "Dwelling" - means a building or part of a building used, 
to be used or held for use as a home or residence, including 
accessory buildings located on the same premises, together with the 
land upon which such building or buildings are erected and which 
may be necessary for a fair enjoyment thereof, but shall not mean 
any building or part of a building, defined as a "multiple 
dwelling" pursuant to the "Hotel and Multiple Dwelling Law." P.L. 
1967, c. 76 (C. 55:13AÀ-1, et sea.). A dwelling shall include, as 
they are separately conveyed to individual owners, individual 
residences within a cooperative, if purchased separately by the 
occupants thereof, and individual residences within a horizontal 
property regime or a condominium, but shall not include "general 
common elements" or "common elements" of such horizontal property 
regime or condominium as defined pursuant to the "Horizontal 
Property Act," P.L. 1963, c. 168 (C. 46:8A-1, et seq.), or the 
"Condominium Act," P.L. 1969, c. 257 (C. 46:8B-1, et seq.)., or of 
a cooperative, if the residential units are owned separately. 


l. "Exemption" - means that portion of the assessor's full 
and true value of any improvement, conversion, alteration, or 
construction not regarded as increasing the taxable value of a 
property pursuant to this act. 
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m. “Horizontal Property Regime" - means a property submitted 
to a horizontal property regime pursuant to the "Horizontal 
Property Act," P.L. 1963, c. 168 (C. 46:8A-1, et seq. 


n. “Improvement” - means a modernization, rehabilitation, 
renovation, alteration or repair which produces a physical change 
in an existing building or structure that improves the safety, 
sanitation, decency or attractiveness of the building or structure 
as a place for human habitation or work, and which does not change 
its permitted use. In the case of a multiple dwelling, it includes 
only improvements which affect common areas or elements, or three 
or more dwelling units within the multiple dwelling. In the case 
of a multiple dwelling or commercial or industrial structure, it 
shall not include ordinary painting, repairs and replacement of 
maintenance items, or an enlargement óf the volume of an existing 
structure by more than 30$. In no case shall it include the repair 
of fire or other damage to property for which payment of a claim 
was received by any person from an insurance company at any time 
during the three year period immediately preceding the filing of 
an application pursuant to this act. 


o. "Multiple dwelling" - means a building or structure 
meeting the definition of “multiple dwelling" set forth in the 
"Hotel and Multiple Law," P.L.1967, c. 76 (C. 55:13A-1 et seq.), 
and means for the purpose of improvement or construction the 
"general common elements" and “common elements" of a condominium, 
a cooperative, or a horizontal property regime. 


10:10-3 - ELIGIBLE PROPERTY - Owner(s) of new residential

d. Written application to the Tax Assessor filed within 
thirty (30) days including Saturdays and Sundays following 
completion of the improvements; 


e. Approval by Ordinance of the Municipal Council; 


f. Submission by applicant of a certificate of occupancy; 
and 


g. In the case of residential dwellings, submission by 
applicant of two (2) proofs of owner-occupancy. Such proofs can 
be a driver's license, utility bills, and/or car registration. 
Proofs submitted must be current and valid at the time of 
submission. Applicant must also submit a notarized affidavit 
stating that he/she presently resides in the property to receive 
an exemption and/or abatement. Proofs must be resubmitted annually 
no later than July 31 of each year to the Manager of the Division 
of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes. 
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10:10-4 - APPLICATION PER - No application for Tax Exemption 
and Abatement submitted pursuant to this Ordinance shall be 
accepted unless it is accompanied by full payment ^f the required 
application fee. Such fees shall pe in the amoun. of $35.00\for 
dwellings; and for multiple dwellings and commercias projects the 
fee shall be $2,500.00 for all projects whose total project cost 
is less than $1,000,000.00 and $5,000.00 for all projects whose 
total project cost is greater than $1,000,000.00 but less than 
$5,000,000.00 and $7,500,000.00 for all other projects.

a. A statement shoving {i} tne real property taxes currently 
being assessed at the project site; (2) estimated tax payments that 
would be made annually by the applicant on the project during the 
period of the agreement, and (3) estimated tax payments that would 
be made by the applicant on the project during the first full year 
following the termination of the tax agreement; 


h. 1f the project is a commercial or industrial structure, 
a description of any lease agreements between the applicant and 
proposed users of the project, and a history and description of the 
users' businesses; 


i. Such other pertinent information as the City of Newark 
may require. 
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10:10-7 - AUTHORIZATION FOR TAX EXEMPTION AND TAX ABATEMENT - 
All tax exemptions and/or tax abatements shall be approved by 
Ordinance of the Municipal Council authorizing an agreement for tax 
exemption and/or tax abatement for a particular property for a 
period of five (5) years. In the event that the City of Newark 
conducts a City-wide re-evaluation, any exemption or abatement 
granted pursuant to this Ordinance shall expire as of December 31 
of that same year. 


If during the term of the tax exemption and/or abatement, the 
property owner disposes of the property, the tax which would 
otherwise have been payable for each tax year shall become due and 
payable unless the Municipal Council determines by Resolution that 
the subsequent owner will continue to use the property pursuant to 
the conditions which qualified the property.

The agreement shall be in a form prepared by the 
applicant and shall contain the representations that are required 
by this Ordinance, together with such other information required 
by the Corporation Counsel. The form of the agreement shall be 
approved by the Corporation Counsel and shall be on. file in the 
Office of the City Clerk. The agreement shall provide for the 
applicant to pay to the municipality in lieu of full property tax 
payments an amount annually to be computed by the formulas as set

10:10-9 - REAL PROPERTY TAXES - In addition to the payments

The exemption and abatement of real property taxes provided by the 
City of Newark pursuant to this Ordinance shall apply to property 
taxes levied for municipal purposes, school purposes, 
county/government purposes, and for the purposes of funding any 
other property tax exemptions or abatements.

The recycling area shall be conveniently located for the 
residential disposition of source separated recyclable 
materials, preferably near, but clearly separated from, a 
refuse dumpster.

Reasonable measures shall be taken to 
protect the recycling area, and the bins or containers 


placed therein, against theft of recyclable materials, bins 
or containers. 


The recycling area or the bins or containers placed therein 
Shall be designed so as to provide protection against 
adverse environmental conditions which might render the 
` collected materials unmarketable. Any bins or containers 
which are used for the collection of recyclable paper or 
cardboard, and which are located in an outdoor recycling 
area, shall be equipped with a lid, or otherwise covered, 
so as to keep the paper or cardboard dry. 
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Signs clearly identifying the recycling area and the 
materials accepted therein shall be posted adjacent to all 
points of access to the recycling area. Individual bins or 
containers shall be equipped with signs indicating the type 
of materials to be placed therein. Provisions shall be made 
by the owner for the separation (and maintaining the 
separation) and recovery of the recyclable materiais as 
required under City Mandatory Recycling Ordinance 6S & FK,

Landscaping shall be provided around any outdoor recycling 
area and shall be developed in an aesthetically pleasing 
manner.

Street. I do not believe that the traffic congestion can be 
remedied by having a person in front of the car wash directing 
traffic or placing the entrance and exit to the car wash on the 
Wright Street side. The Broad Street area is already a heavily 
congested area with little room to sustain the additional burden of 
accommodating the extra traffic anticipated by the proposed 
project. A project such as the one proposed, as many of us are 
familiar with, will unavoidably cause a line of cars to develop 
that will extend into the street and interfere with the normal flow 
of traffic.

I would like to clarify the situation which relates to the 
abandoned Northern Oil Terminal and its potential for 
redevelopment. I believe my attached April 5, 1994 memorandum to 
you outlining Active Oil’s interest in the Northern property and 
its advantage to the City to pursue this approach, since it would 
reduce capital expenditures on underground storage tank 
remediations should be implemented. 


On April 25, 1994 the City held an auction to lease out this 
property. I was informed that Active Oil bid, but that a towing 
company won the bid. Active Oil sent a letter to Marcus Dasher on 
April 29, 1994 expressing an interest in the remainder of the 
Northern Oil property, which was not included in the lease, and 
also the Leonetti Oil Terminal at 123 Riverside Avenue. I also was 
advised that at the May 6, 1994 City Council meeting that the lease 
agreement with the towing company had not been approved. I would 
also point out that a lease to a towing company, couid place Newark 
in the position of becoming a responsible party, should the towing 
company cause any spills on the site which must later be 
remediated. . 


I would reiterate that I believe it would be in the City's best 
interests to negotiate with Active Oil on the properties they are 
still interested in acquiring, since both sites have oil storage 
tanks in place. This would enable Active Oil to expand, pay taxes 
and to create new jobs. 
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I would also advise you that I have requested Memorandums of 
Agreement for the five abandoned city properties noted on the 
attached April 22, 1994 letter to NJDEPE. This will enable the 
State to provide grants for the site investigations on these 
properties in order to further their chances to be redeveloped.

in part all products and materials of any kind which are used for 
or intended to be used for the packaging, repacking, storing, 
containing or concealment of a controlled dangerous substance or 
controlled substance analog. Such materials shall include but not 
be limited to: capsules, cocaine vials, balloons, envelopes and other 
containers used or intended for use in packing small quantities of

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SECTION 2. Determination of whether or not an object is drug 
paraphernalia. 


In determining whether or not an object is drug 
paraphernalia, the trier of fact, in addition to or as part of 
the proofs, may consider the following factors: a. statements 
by an owner or by anyone in control of the object 
concerning its use; b. the proximity of the object of 
illegally possessed controlled dangerous substances or 
controlled substance analogs; c. the existence of any 
residue of illegally possessed controlled dangerous 
substances or controlled substance analogs on the object; d. 
direct or circumstantial evidence of the intent of an owner, 
or of anyone in control of the object, to deliver it to persons 
whom he knows intend to use the object to facilitate a 
violation of this ordinance; the innocence of an owner, or of

Political campaign sign means any sign urging the

Promotional sign means any sign which attempts to 
promote, popularize and/or sell any product, social 
event or activity such as concerts, sporting events 
or discotheques in order to generate income. 


City means the City of Newark, a Municipal Corporation 
in the State of New Jersey. 


Director of General Services means the director of the 
Department of General Services. 


Director of Land Use Control means the director of the 
Department of Land Use Control. 


Person means any person, firm, partnership, association, 
corporation, company or organization of any kind. 


Public property means all publicly owned property 
including but not limited to public buildings and parks.

It shall be unlawful for any person to post a 

political campaign and/or promotional signs on 
private property except in compliance with the 
following provisions: 


(a) Any person seeking to post any political 
campaign and/or promotional sign shall obtain 
the written consent of the owner or tenant of 
the property. 


(b) No campaign and/or promotional signs shall 
be affixed to any tree, telephone pole, and/or 
utility pole. 


(c) Political campaign and/or promotional signs 
shall only be posted or displayed on the lawn 
or window of the property. 


(d) All political campaign and/or promotional 
signs shall be set back at least three feet 
from all street lines. The dimension of any 
such sign shall not exceed four (4) square feet. 


(e) Not more than three tenths(0.3) of the 

square footage of any window or window display 
area shall be covered by political campaign and/or 
promotional signs. 


(f) The date on which a political campaign and/or 
promotional sign is initially posted or displayed 
Shall appear on its face.

All political campaign and/or promotional signs ( 
shall clearly identify the person responsible for - 

posting same. Persons utilizing volunteers to

Any person on behalf of whom political campaign

The following additional matters are hereby 
determined, declared, recited and stated: 

(a) The purposes described in “Section 3 of this Bond 

Ordinance are not current expenses and are property or 

improvements which the City may lawfully acquire or make as

NEWARK LANDMARKS AND HISTORIC PRESERVATION COMMISSION 


2:2-138 - DECLARATION OF PURPOSE AND PUBLIC POLICY 


Many improvements and landscape features having a 
special character, historical or aesthetic interest or value, 
and representing the finest architectural products of distinct 
periods in the history of the City, have been uprooted without 
adequate consideration of the irreplaceable loss to the people 
of the City of the aesthetic, cultural and historic values 
represented by such improvements and landscape features, 
notwithstanding the feasibility of preserving and continuing the 
use of such improvements and landscape features. In addition, 
distinct areas may be similarly uprooted or may have their 
distinctiveness destroyed, although the preservation thereof may 
be both feasible and desirable. 
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It is hereby declared as a matter of public policy 
that the protection, enhancement, perpetuation and use of 
improvements and landscape features of special character or 
special historical or aesthetic interest or value is a public 
necessity and is required in the interest of the health, 
prosperity, safety and welfare of the people. The purpose of 
this ordinance is to: 


(a) effect and accomplish the protection, 
enhancement and perpetuation of such improvements, landscape 
features and districts which represent or reflect elements of 
this City’s cultural, social, economic, political and 
architectural history; 


(b) safeguard the City’s historic, aesthetic and 
cultural heritage, as embodied and reflected in such 
improvements, landscape features and districts; 


(c) stabilize and improve neighborhood areas; 


(d) foster civic pride in the beauty and noble 
accomplishments of the past; 


(e) protect and enhance the City's attractions to 
tourists and visitors and the support and stimulus to business 
and industry thereby provided; 


(f) strengthen the economy of the City; and 


(g) promote the use of landmarks, landmark sites 
and historic districts for the education, pleasure and welfare 
of the people of the City. 


2:2-139 - DEFINITIONS 


Whenever the following terms, words or phrases are 
used in this article, they shall have the meaning and scope 
herein given: 


"Administrative Officer" means the Historic 
Preservation Officer appointed as per the provisions of this 
Ordinance. In the event that the Historic Preservation officer 
is not appointed, the Construction Code Official of the City of 
Newark shall serve as the Administrative Officer of this 
Ordinance. 


"Alteration" means any act or process that in any way 
effects a change in the design or outer appearance of a 
district, building, structure, object or site, or any part 
thereof. 


"Application" means an application form and all 
accompanying documents submitted for approval of alteration, 
repair, reconstruction, demolition or relocation of a historic 
district, building, structure, object or site or any part 
thereof that requires a permit or review of a development 
application. 


"Archaeological" means the science or study of the 
material remains of past life or activities and the physical 
site, location, or context in which they are found, as 
delineated in the Department of Interior's Archaeological 
Resources Protection Act of 1979. 
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"Architectural" means relating or conforming to the 
rules of Architecture; having or conceived of as having a single 
unified overall design, form, or structure. 


“Architectural Feature" means the architectural style, 
design, general arrangement and components of all the surfaces, 
including but not limited to the kind, texture and color of the 
building material, and the type and style of all windows, doors, 
lights, signs and other features appurtenant to such 
improvement. 


"Building" means any structure, part of a structure, 
extension thereof, or addition thereto having a roof supported 
by columns, posts, piers, or walls and intended for the shelter, 
business, housing or enclosing of persons, animals, or property. 


"Commission" means the Newark Landmarks and Historic 
Preservation Commission. 


"Construction" means the act of (a) adding an addition 
to an existing building or structure; (b) the erection of a new 
principal or accessory building or structure on a lot or 
property; or (c) alterations. 


"Days" means calendar days. 


"Demolition" means the dismantling or razing of all or 
part of any historic site or landscape feature or of any 
improvement in a historic district. 


"Development" means any division of a parcel of land 
into two or more parcels, the construction, reconstruction, 
conversion, structural alteration, relocation, or enlargement of 
any building or other structure, or of any mixing, excavation of 
landfill, and any use or change in the use of any building or 
other structure, or land or extension of use of land, for which 
permission may be required pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40:55D-1, et 
seg. 


"Historic District" means one or more historic sites 
and certain intervening or surrounding property significantly 
affecting or affected by the quality and character of the 
historic site or sites. 


"Historic Site" means any real property, building, 
man-made structure, natural object or configuration or any 
portion or group of the foregoing of historical, archaeological, 
cultural, scenic or architectural significance. 


"Improvement" means any building, structure, work of 
art or other object installed upon real property or any part of 
such improvement. 


"Object" means anything constructed, fabricated or 
created, the use of which does not require permanent or semi- 
permanent location on or in the ground. 


"Ordinary maintenance" means the repair or renewal of 
deterioration, wear or damage to a structure of improvement in 
order to return same, as nearly as practicable, or its condition 
prior to the occurrence of such deterioration, wear or damage 
with materials and workmanship of the same quality and 
appearance and that does not in any effect a change in the 
design or outer appearance of the structure or improvement. 
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"Reconstruction" means the act or process of 
reproducing by new construction the exact form and details of a 
vanished building, structure, or object or part thereof, as it 
appeared at a specific period of time. 


"Rehabilitation" means the act of process of returning 
an improvement to a state of utility through repair or 
alteration which makes possible an efficient contemporary use 
while preserving those portions or features of the improvements 
which are significant to historical, architectural and cultural 
values. 


"Relocation" means any removal or relocation of a 
structure or improvement on its site or to another site. 


"Restoration" means the act or process of accurately 
recovering the form and details of an improvement by the removal 
of later work and/or by the reconstruction of missing earlier 
work. 


"Structure" means a combination of materials to form 
a construction for occupancy, use or ornamentation whether 
installed on, above, or below the surface of a parcel of land. 
Structure includes, but is not limited to, buildings, signs, 
fences, tanks, towers, poles, walkways, driveways, streets and 
roads. 


2:2-140 - COMMISSION ESTABLISHED 


There is hereby established in the Office of the Mayor 
a Commission, which shall be known as the "Newark Landmarks and 
Historic Preservation Commission." 


2:2-140.1 - MEMBERSHIP 


The Commission in accordance with the provisions of 
N.J.S.A. 40:55D-107, shall consist of nine (9) unsalaried 
members and two (2) alternate members, all of whom have 
demonstrated interest, competence and/or knowledge in historic 
preservation.

"Alternate No. 1" and Alternate No. 2." The terms of the 
members first appointed shall be so determined that to the 
greatest extent practicable, the expiration of the terms shall 
be distributed, in the case of regular members, evenly over the 
first four years after their appointment, and in the case of 
alternate members, evenly over the first two years after their 
appointment; provided that the initial terms of no regular 
member shall exceed four years and that the initial term of no 
alternate member shall exceed two years. Thereafter, the term 
of a regular member shall be four years; and the term of an 
alternate member shall be two years. 


(b) If a vacancy shall occur otherwise than by the 
expiration of the term, it shall be filled by appointment, as 
above provided, for the unexpired term.

2:2-141 - RULES AND ORGANIZATION

2:2-142 ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICER 

(a) The Mayor shall appoint a Historic Preservation 


Officer who shall serve as the administrative officer of this 
ordinance. 
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(b) The Historic Preservation Officer’s minimum 
professional qualifications shall be: a graduate degree in 
Historic Preservation, Planning, History, Architectural History

(6) carry out such other advisory, educational 
and informational functions s will promote historic preservation 
in the City of Newark subject to the prior approval of the 
Office of the Mayor; 


(7) advise all appropriate City departments and 
agencies in the manner specified in Title 27:9-1, et seq., of 
these Ordinances on all permit applications which propose to 
construct, reconstruct, alter, restore, preserve or demolish any 
architectural features of a historic site or any exterior 
architectural feature of a historic district which appears on 
the official landmark and district designation list and map or 
which is under consideration for designation as a historic site, 
or historic district; and 


(8) advise all appropriate City departments and 
agencies on the availability of grant monies and programs from 
both public and private sources which may assist in the 
promotion of historic preservation in the municipality.

"Architectural" means relating or conforming to the 
rules of Architecture; having or conceived as of having a single 
unified overall design, form, or structure. 


"Architectural Feature" means the architectural 
style, design, general arrangement and components of all the 
surfaces, including but not limited to the kind, texture and 
color of the building material, and the type and style of all 
windows, doors, lights, signs and other features appurtenant to 
such improvement. 


"Building" means any structure, part of a structure, 
extension thereof, or addition thereto having a roof supported 
by columns, posts, piers, or walls and intended for the shelter, 
business, housing or enclosing of persons, animals, or property. 


"Commission" means the Newark Landmarks and Historic 
Preservation Commission. 


"Construction" means the act of (a) adding an 
addition to an existing building or structure; (b) the erection 
of a new principal or accessory building or structure on a lot 
or property; or (c) alterations. 


"Days" means calendar days. 


"Demolition" means the dismantling or razing of all 
or part of any historic site or landscape feature of or any 
improvement in a historic district. 


"Development" means any division of a parcel of land 
into two or more parcels, the construction, reconstruction, 
conversion, structural alteration, relocation, or enlargement of 
any building or other structure, or of any mixing, excavation or 
landfill, and any use or change in the use of any building or 
other structure, or land or extension of use of land, for which 
permission may be required pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40:55D-1 et seq. 
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"Historic District" means one or more historic sites 
and intervening or surrounding property significantly affecting 
or affected by the quality and character of the historic site or 
sites. 


"Historic Site" means any real property, building, 
man-made structure, natural objector configuration or any 
portion or group of the foregoing of historical, archaeological, 
cultural, scenic or architectural significance. 


"Historic Registry" means a listing of all historic 
sites, buildings, districts or structures within the City of 
Newark as recorded by the City Clerk.

"Minor Application" means an application for 
approval of actions on a designated historic site, building, 
structure or object which consists of ordinary maintenance and 
repair as defined herein. 


"Object" means anything constructed, fabricated or 
created, the use of which does not require permanent or semi- 
permanent location on or in the ground. 


"Ordinary maintenance" means the repair or renewal 
of deterioration, wear or damage to a structure or improvement

"Reasonable Return" means on the average rate of

"Reconstruction" means the act or process of 
reproducing by new construction the exact form and details of a 
vanished building, structure, or object or part thereof, as it 
appeared at a specific period of time. 


"Rehabilitation" means the act or process of 
returning an improvement to a state of utility through repair or 
alteration which makes possible an efficient contemporary use 
while preserving those orations or features of the improvements

. "Relocation" means any removal of relocation of a 
structure or improvement on its site or to another site. 


"Responsible Person" means any person or persons 
having such right to, title to, or interest in any property or

DESIGNATION OF HISTORIC DISTRICTS AND SITES 
27:9-3 Criteria for Designation 


a. As stated in the U.S. Department of the 
Interior's National Register Criteria for Evaluation, 
promulgated pursuant to 16 U.S.C.A. Sec. 470a, the following 
criteria shall be used by the Commission for its review for 
designation of historic sites, buildings and districts: the 
quality of significance in national, state or municipal history, 
architecture, archaeology, and culture if present in districts, 
sites, buildings, structures, and objects that possess integrity 
of location, design, setting, materials, workmanship, feelings, 
and association, and: 


1. That are associated with events that have 
made a significant contribution to the broad patterns of our 
history: or 


2. That are associated with the lives of persons 
significant in the past; or 


3. That embody the distinctive characteristics 
of a type, period, or method of construction or that represent 
the work of a master, or that possess high artistic values, or 
that represent a significant and distinguishable entity whose 
components may lack individual distinction; or 


4. That has yielded, or may be likely to yield, 
information important in prehistory or history. 


b. Ordinarily cemeteries, birthplaces, or graves of 
historical figures, properties owned by religious institutions 
or used for religious purposes, structures that have been moved 
from their original locations, reconstructed historic building, 
S properties primarily commemorative in nature, and properties 
that have achieved significance with the past 50 years shall not 
be considered eligible for nomination; however, such properties 
will qualify if they are integral parts of districts that do 
meet the criteria or if they fall within the following 
categories: 


. Ln 1. A religious property deriving primary 
Significance from architectural or artistic distinction or 
historical importance; or m 
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2. A building or structure removed from its 
original location but which is significant primarily for 
architectural value, or which is the surviving structure most 
importantly associated with a historic person or event; or 


3. A birthplace or grave of a historical figure 
of outstanding importance if there is not other appropriate 
building, structure or site directly associated with his or her 
productive life; or 


4. A cemetery which derives its primary 
significance from graves of persons of transcendent importance, 
from distinctive design features, or from association with 
historic events; or 


5. A reconstructed building when accurately 
executed in a suitable environment and presented in a dignified 
manner as part of a restoration master plan, and when no other 
building or structure with the same association has survived; or 


6. A property primarily commemorative in intent 
if design, age, tradition, or symbolic value has invested it 
with its own historical significance; or 


7. A property achieving significance within the 
past SO years if it is of exceptional importance. 


27:9-4 Procedures of Designation 


a. The Commission may make studies and surveys of 
sites, buildings and districts in order to determine if same 
meets the criteria set forth herein for designation as historic 
sites or historic districts. 


b. An application for designation shall be submitted 
to the Commission for review and recommendation before its 
submission to the Municipal Council by the Planning Board, 
Business Administrator or his designee. 


c. No historic building, structure, site or district 
shall be so designated on the zoning map of the City of Newark 
without first being reviewed by the Commission. The 
recommendation of the Commission shall be secured in accordance 
with the provisions herein. 


d. All applications shall be submitted in a form 
provided by the Commission including, but not limited to, the 
National Register of Historic Places Registration Form. 


1. Applications for designation of historic 
sites and historic districts shall be submitted to the 
Administrative Officer, who will review the application for 
completeness. 


2. The completed applications shall be presented 
to the Commission at its first meeting following receipt of the 
application. After having reviewed all documents relating 
thereto, the Commission shall determine whether or not the 
application should be accepted for its review. 


3. At the same meeting, the Commission shall set 
a date for a public hearing (which may be a regularly scheduled 
meeting of the Commission) on all requests which have been 
accepted for review. 
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4. At least fifteen (15) days prior to the 
public hearing, public notice by publication in the official 
newspaper shall be given notifying interested parties that the 
site or district has been nominated for designation. Said 
notice shall include information as to where and when the 
application may be reviewed, as well as information regarding 
the consequences of the proposed designation and the opportunity 
to be heard regarding such designation. 


5. At the scheduled public hearing, the 
Commission shall afford a reasonable opportunity for the 
presentation of facts and the expression of views by responsible 
persons and/or interested parties, and may take the testimony of 
witnesses and receive evidence. 


6. After full consideration of the evidence 
brought forth at the hearing, the Commission shall make a 
recommendation and issue a report recommending designation or 
non-designation of historic site or historic district to the 
planning board. Thereafter, the Planning Board shall review the 
Commission's report and shall issue a final report recommending 
designation or non-designation of the historic site or district 
on the zoning map of the City of Newark to the Business 
Administrator for submission to the Municipal Council. 


7. The Planning Board's recommendation shall 
include the following information: 


i. An explanation of the significance or lack of 
Significance, integrity of lack of integrity of the nominated 
site or district as it relates to the criteria for designation. 


ii. The relationship on the nominated site or 
district to the ongoing efforts by the Commission tc identify 
and nominate all potential areas, sites, structures and building 
that meet the criteria for designation. 


iii. A map showing the location of the nominated 
site or district and the boundaries of same. 


8. A copy of said report shall be available for 
inspection by any interested party and the Planning Board shall 
publish in the official newspaper a notice of its decision. 


9. If the recommendation of the Planning Board 
is that the proposed site or district not be designated in the 
ordinance, any new nomination for the same property or district 
should be based upon a showing of substantial information. 


e. Upon favorable action by the Municipal Council, 
the nominated historic site or district shall be designated on 
the Zoning Map of the City of Newark and the Planning Board 
shall list it in the City's Historic Registry. 


27:9-5 Uses of Designated Properties 


a. Nothing contained herein shall affect the present 
legal use of the designated property. 


b. Use classifications and bulk restrictions as to 
all such property shall continue to be governed by the general 


zoning ordinance of the City of Newark and the procedures 
established therein. BEEN 
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c. In no case, however, shall any use be permitted 
which requires demolition, relocation, or alteration of a 
designated historic building, structure, site or within a 
designated district so as to adversely affect its character 
except upon compliance with the terms of this article. 


d. Each designated historic site or district may be 
marked by an appropriate plaque in such form as the Commission 
shall promulgate by regulation. 


27:9-6 - Removal of Designation 


a. Upon recommendation of the Commission based upon 
new and compelling evidence and negative evaluation according to 
the same criteria and following the same procedures set forth 
herein for designation, a determination may be made by the 
Commission to remove designation of a historic site or district. 


b. Such a determination much receive five (5) 
favorable votes, i.e., the majority of the Commission 
membership. 


c. A historic site or district shall not be removed 
from the historic registry of the City of Newark without 
consideration of the recommendation by the Commission and must 
be effected by ordinance adopted by simple majority of the 
Municipal Council. 


PERMITS WHEN REQUIRED 
27:9-7 Actions Requiring Review 


a. No building permit shall be issued or amended nor 
shall any construction, alteration, ordinary maintenance or 
repairs, or repairs or demolition be started on a designated 
historic building, structure or site, or within a designated 
historic district, prior to review by the Commission. 


b. A permit issued by the Administrative Officer 
shall be required for any of the following actions to proceed 
regarding a designated historic site or for any improvement 
within a designated historic district: 


1. Rehabilitation, restoration, reconstruction, 
repair or alteration or change to any part of the exterior of a 
building, structure or site, including repainting and residing, 
if visible from a public street. i 


2. Additions to a building, structure or site, 
or within a district if visible from a public street; 


3. Relocation of a historic site or within a 
district; 


4. Demolition of a historic site or within a 
district; 


5. New construction on a historic site or within 
a district. 


6. Change in use of a historic site or within a 


district if such change effects a change in the exterior 
appearance of the site or improvement. 
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c. All applications for permits pertaining to 
designated historic sites or improvements in designated historic 
districts shall be referred to the Commission for a written 
report and decision on the application of the provisions of this 
ordinance thereto. 


27:9-8 - Actions Not Requiring Review 
a. Changes to the interior of structures; 


b. Changes not visible to the public from a public 
street. 


27:9-9 - Emergency Repairs 


a. In the event an Act of God or any other unexpected 
event shall cause the responsible person the need for immediate 
issuance of a permit to commence to stabilize, secure, repair or 
protect a designated historic site or any improvement in a 
designated historic district damaged from such event, and the 
Construction Code Official certifies the immediate necessity for 
such issuance, an approval of a permit may be issued in 
accordance herewith. ` 


b. Upon notice to the full Commission by telephone, 
personal contact or other appropriate means of communication, at 
least three (3) members of the Commission shall convene as soon 
as possible and such convening members shall proceed to review 
the current conditions for which the emergency powers of this 
ordinance have been invoked. Subsequent to review, an approval 
may be issued upon a majority vote of the members convened. 
This approval will only apply to work which is deemed necessary 
for stabilization, securing, repair or protection of the 
historic site or improvement in a historic district. 


c. All other work subsequent to this must be 
submitted for review by the Commission under the application 
procedures found in Title 27:9-11, et seq., of this Ordinance. 


27:9-10 - Informal Review 


If work which would require a permit is to take place 
on a building, structure or site, or within a district, which 
has already undergone a Commission hearing and has been 
recommended for designation as a historic site or district, but 
has yet to be reviewed by Municipal Council, the applicant shall 
follow the same procedure herein set forth for property already 
designated at which point the Commission may make 
recommendations as to the appropriateness of the work and its 
impact on this historic fabric of the site or district. 


27:9-11 - Application Procedures 


a. Persons seeking to undertake actions requiring 
review as per the provisions of this Ordinance must submit à 
completed application to the Commission. 


b. A complete application shall consist of: 
1. A completed application form. 


2. For all structures and additions thereto, 
architectural drawings or rendering of details of the exterior 
of the structure, including but not limited to: cornices, 
brackets, windows/fenestration, brickwork, mortar, window trim 
and moldings, heads and sills, porches, balusters, porch frieze, 
projecting elements, doors and bays shall be included with the 
application if available. 
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3. If such drawings are not available, the 
Commission shall have the right to require whatever 
documentation of the work to be performed as is necessary to 
make an informed decision. 


4. For all structures, a detailed narrative 
description of the proposed scope of work (construction, 
alterations, repair, restoration, etc.). 


5. Current photographs of the improvement. 


6. Specification sheets listing all materials to 
be used including catalogue lot sheets, sample paint chips, etc. 


7. Application fee of $ 


C. The historic Preservation Officer shall forward 
the complete application to the Commission for its report, 
except in those instances described herein where the Chairman of 
the Commission may issue the approval. 


27:9-12 - Commission Review of Development and Zoning 
Applications 


a. The Planning Board and Board of Adjustment shall 
make available to the Commission every application for 
development submitted to either board for development in 
historic zoning districts or on historic sites designated on the 
zoning or official map or identified in any component element of 
the master plan. 


b. This referral shall be made when the application 
for development is deemed complete or is scheduled for a 
hearing, whichever occurs sooner. 


C. The Commission may provide its advice, which shall 
be conveyed through its delegation of one of its members or 
staff to testify orally at the hearing on the application and to 
explain any written report which may have been submitted. 


d. If a recommendation of the Commission is rejected, 
the Planning Board or Board of Adjustment, as the case may be, 
Shall include the reasons for rejecting the recommendation in 
the findings of its decision on the application. 


27:9-13 - Commission Review of Applications For 
Permits 


a. At the request of any person seeking to undertake 
actions requiring review as per the provisions of this 
Ordinance, the Commission shall schedule a hearing on his or her 
application. The applicant shall not be required to appear or 
to be represented at the meeting in which the application is 
being considered. 


b. Completed applications for approval of a permit 
shall be submitted to the Administrative Officer a minimum of 
fourteen (14) days prior to a Commission’s regularly scheduled 
meeting. 


c. Minor applications for ordinary maintenance, the 
cost of which does not exceed $500.00 may be reviewed by the 
Chairperson of the Commission who may act in place of the full 
Commission for the purposes of this ordinance. In making such 
a determination the Chairperson shall use the same standards for 
review of permits and applications described herein. 
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d. The Commission shall decide all completed 
applications for approval of a permit within forty-five (45) 
days after receipt thereof or after referral from the 
Administrative Officer, whichever is sooner. 


e. If the Commission should fail to act within forty- 
five (45) days, the permit shall be deemed approved. Nothing 
herein shall prohibit an extension of time by mutual agreement 
between the applicant and the Commission. 


f. The Commission may advise the Administrative 
Office or the applicant, as the case may be, and make 
recommendations with regard to the appropriateness of the 
proposed action. These recommendations may become part of the 
conditions for approval of an application or the basis for the 
rejection of an application. 


1. If an application is approved with or 
without the imposition of conditions, a permit shall be issued 
promptly by the Administrative Officer. 


2. If the Commission  disapproves an 
application, the Administrative Officer shall not issue the 
permit and the Commission shall state its reasons in writing to 
the applicant within fourteen (14) days of such decision. 


g. A permit shall be valid for a period of one (1) 
year from the date of issue unless reasonable extensions are 
granted by the Commission. Requests for extensions shall be 
made by written request and shall rest in the sound discretion 
of the Commission. 


STANDARDS FOR REVIEW 
27:9-14 General Standards 


a. The following standards, The Secretary of the 
Interior's Standards for Rehabilitation and Guidelines for 
Rehabilitating Historic Buildings, promulgated pursuant to 16 
U.S.C.A. Sec. 470a, shall guide the Commission's and Planning 
Board's  decision/making concerning all applications and 
approvals described herein. 


1. New additions, exterior alterations, or 
related new construction shall not destroy historic materials 
that characterize the property. The new work shall be 


differentiated from the old and shall be compatible with the 
massing, size, scale and architectural features to protect the 
historic integrity of the property and its environment. 


2. New additions and adjacent or related new 
construction shall be undertaken in such a manner that if 
removed in the future, the essential form and integrity of the 
designated historic property and its environment would be 
unimpaired. 


3. Construction of historic designs that were 

never built shall not be undertaken. 
4. New additions, alterations or new 
construction in a historic landscape shall be visually 


differentiated from the old and shall be compatible with the 
historic character of the landscape. ; 
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5. Replacement of missing historic plant 
material or vegetation features shall be substantiated by 
documentary or physical evidence. The replacement plant 


material or features shall match the historic appearance, 
function and where possible, species or variety. 


6. A property shall be used for its historic 
purpose, or shall be placed in a new use that requires minimal 
change to the defining characteristics of the property and its 
environment. 


7. The historic character of a property shall be 
retained and preserved. The removal of historic materials or 
alteration of features and spaces that characterize a property 
shall be avoided. 


8. Each property shall be recognized as a 
physical record of its time, place and use. Changes that create 
a false sense of historical development, such as adding 
conjectural features or historic features from other properties 
shall be avoided. i 


9. Most properties change over time; those 
changes that have acquired historic significance in their own 
right shall be retained and preserved. 


10. Distinctive materials, features, finishes 
and construction techniques or examples of craftsmanship that 
characterize a property shall be preserved. 


11. Deteriorated historic features shall be 
repaired rather than replaced. Where the severity of 
deterioration requires replacement of a distinctive feature, the 
new feature shall match the old in design, color, texture and 
other visual qualities and, where possible, materials. 
Replacement of missing features shall be substantiated by 
documentary or physical evidence. 


12. Chemical or physical treatments, such as 
sandblasting, that cause damage to historic materials shall not 
be used. The surface cleaning of structures, if appropriate, 
shall be undertaken using the gentlest means possible. 


13. significant archeological resources shall be 
protected and preserved. If such resources must be disturbed, 
mitigation measures shall be undertaken. 


27:9-15 - Standards for Protection 


a. Before applying protective measures, which are 
generally of a temporary nature and imply future historic 
preservation work, an analysis of the actual or anticipated 
threats to the property shall be made. 


b. Protection shall safeguard the physical condition 
or environment of a property or archaeological site form further 
deterioration or damage caused by weather or other natural, 
animal or human intrusions. 


c. If any historic material or architectural features 


are removed, they shall be properly recorded, and, if possible, 
stored for future study or reuse. 
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27:9-16 Standards for stabilization 


a. Stabilization shall reestablish the structural 
stability of a property through the reinforcement of load 
bearing members or by arresting material deterioration leading 
to structural failure. Stabilization shall also reestablish 
weather resistant conditions for a property. 


b. Stabilization shall be accomplished in such a 
Manner that it detracts as little as possible from the 
property's appearance. When reinforcement is required to 


reestablish structural stability, such work shall be concealed 
wherever possible so as not to intrude upon or detract from the 
aesthetic and historical quality of the property, except where 
concealment would result in the alteration or destruction of 
historically significant material or spaces. 


27:9-17 Standards for New Construction 


a. In considering whether to approve or disapprove an 
application for new construction on a designated historic site 
or in a designated historic district, the Commission shall be 
guided by standards of the Secretary of the Interior and the 
following visual compatibility standards. 


b. New construction need not replicate historic older 
buildings or structures, but may reflect contemporary design 
Standards so long as the design and construction is compatible 
with surrounding historic structures. Building height, width, 
mass and proportion affect the degree of compatibility between 
the old and the new. 


1. Site and Setting: A developer intending to 
utilize historic resource as a part of a development must 
consider the context of the resource's original site by honoring 
the original historic intention of said resource and integrating 
it respectfully into the new development. 


2. Building Height: Height should be visually 
compatible with adjacent buildings. The apparent physical size, 
Scale and height should relate to existing resources. 


3. Openings on Frontal Facades: The width and 
height of windows, doors, and entries must harmonize in scale 
and proportion with the width and height of windows, doors, and 
entries of buildings and structures of historic significance in 
the surrounding environment. 


4. Relationship of Unbroken Planes to Void (i.e. 
Punctured Planes) in Front Facades: The relationship of 
unbroken planes (i.e. walls) to voids (i.e. windows and doors) 
on the facade of a building or structure should be aesthetically 
harmonious with that of buildings and structures of historic 
Significance in the surrounding environment. 


5. Relationship of Vacant Land to 
Buildings/Structures: The relationship of a building or 
structure to the vacant land between and adjoining buildings or 
Structures should not violate the existing paradigmatic spatial 
relationship of historically significant structures to the 
vacant land between said structural projects can be varied in 
form by using setbacks to create open spaces and landscaping 
when desirable to provide harmonious visual transitions between 
new construction and the adjacent historic properties. 


6. Relationship of Exterior Projections to the 


Street: The relationship of exterior projections to the street 
in new construction should be aesthetically harmonious with the 
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relationship of exterior projections to the street in the 
surrounding existing buildings of historic significance. 


7. Relationship of Major Exterior Building 
Materials: The major exterior building materials on the facade 
of a building or on a structure should reflect the predominant 
major building materials existent on the facades of historically 
Significant buildings and on structures in the surrounding 
environment. 


8. Roof Forms: The roof form and slope of a 
building or structure is a major element in the visual image of 
the building. Therefore designers must take care to honor 


paradigmatically in new construction the existing historic roof 
forms and slopes so as not to violate the aesthetic harmony of 
the whole. 


9. Continuity in Visual Imagery of 
Appurtenances: Appurtenances of a building or structure such as 
walls, fences and landscaping shall honor the relationship of 
appurtenances to buildings of historic significance in the 
surrounding environment. 


10. Scale of Buildings: Scale of buildings and 
Structures shall be in scale with the buildings and structures 
of historic significance. 


11. Signage: Signs which are out of keeping 
with the character of the environment in question should not be 
used. Excessive size and inappropriate placement on buildings 
results in visual clutter. A sign should be designed to relate 
harmoniously to exterior building materials and colors. A sign 
Should express a simple clear message with wording kept to a 
minimum. 


12. Site Planning: The site planning of 
landscaping, parking facilities, utility and service areas, 
walkways, and appurtenances must reflect the site planning of 
landscaping, parking facilities, utility and service areas, 
walkways and landscape feature reticulate to buildings or 
structures of historic significance. 


27:9-18 Standards for Relocation 


a. A permit to relocate a designated historic site or 
an improvement in a designated historic district, must receive 
five (5) favorable votes, i.e., the majority of the Commission 
membership. 


b. In considering whether to approve or disapprove an 
application for a permit for the relocation of a designated 
historic site or improvement in a designated historic district, 
the Commission shall be guided by the following considerations: 


1. Whether the historic character and aesthetic 
interest the building, structure or object contributes to its 
present setting; 


2. Whether there are definite plans for the area 
to be vacated and what the effect of those plans on the 
character of the surrounding area will be; 


3. Whether the building, structure, or object 
can be moved without significant damage to its physical 
integrity; and 
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4. Whether the proposed relocation area is 
compatible with the historical and architectural character of 
the building, object or structure. 


27:9-19 Standards for Demolition 


a. A permit to demolish a designated historic site or 
an improvement in a designated historic district must receive 
five (5) favorable votes, i.e., the majority of the Commission 
membership. ' 


b. In considering whether to approve or disapprove an 
application for a permit to demolish a designated historic site 
or an improvement in a designated historic district, the 
Commission shall be guided by the following considerations: 


1. Its historic architectural and aesthetic 
significance; 


2. Its use; 


3. Its importance to the City and the extent to 
which its historic or architectural value is such that its 
removal would be detrimental to the public interest; 


4. The extent to which it is of such old, 
unusual or uncommon design, craftsmanship, texture or material 
that it could not be reproduced or could be reproduced only with 
great difficulty; 


5. The probable impact of its removal upon the 
ambience of the historic district: 


6. The structural soundness and integrity of the 
building so as to comply with the requirements of the State 
Uniform Code; 


7. The effect on the remaining portion of 
building, structure, site, object or landscape feature in cases 
of partial demolition. 


c. In the event that a structure is unsafe or unsound 
so as to pose a danger to health or safety, the power and 
authority of the City of Newark to demolish the structure, as 
otherwise provided by law, shall not be impaired or altered in 
anyway by the provisions of this ordinance. The city shall be 
exempt from making an application to the Commission but shall 
notify the Commission prior to the demolition. 


d. If an application to demolish is denied, the 
applicant shall follow the appeal process detailed herein for 
denial of a permit. 

27:9-20 Local Guidelines 

The Commission shall utilize locally generated 


guidelines or historic preservation aids in addition to the 
Secretary of the Interior's Standards. 
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27:9-21 Economic Hardship 


In connection with the approval of a permit or 
application, the applicant may seek to establish economic 
hardship as a basis for relief from the standards described 
herein. The Commission shall review all the evidence and 
information submitted by the applicant, as well as perform any 
research necessary to make an informed decision, as part of the 
review process. The Commission shall consider the ability of 
the property to earn a reasonable rate of return, the financial 
condition of the applicant, and the effect of the work to be 
performed on the economic value of the property. The Commission 
may solicit expert testimony or require that the applicant make 
submissions concerning any or all of the following information 
before it makes a determination on the application: 


a. Estimate of the cost of the proposed construction, 
alteration, demolition, or removal of an estimate of any 
additional cost that would be incurred to comply with the 
recommendations of the Commission for changes necessary for the 
issuance of a permit. 


b. Estimated market value of the property in its 
current condition: after completion of the proposed 
construction, alteration, demolition, or removal; after any 
changes recommended by the Commission; and in the case of a 
proposed demolition, after renovation of the existing property 
for continued use. 


c. Any other information, including the income tax 
bracket of the owner, applicant or principal investors in the 
property considered necessary by the Commission to a 
determination as to whether the property does yield or may yield 
a reasonable return to the owners. 


d. In the case of proposed demolition, an estimate 
from an architect, developer, real estate consultant, appraiser 
or other real estate professional experienced in rehabilitation 
as to the economic feasibility of rehabilitation or reuse of the 
existing structure on the property. 


27:9-22 Effect of Project Approval or Denial; Appeals 


a. If a permit is approved, then the applicant may 
proceed to perform the work approved in said permit in 
compliance with the conditions attached. 


b. If a permit is denied, the applicant is precluded 
from undertaking the activity applied for. 


c. An applicant dissatisfied with the action of the 
Commission relating to the issuance or denial of a permit shall 
have the right to appeal to the Board of Adjustment pursuant to 
N.J.S.A. 40:55D-70a within twenty (20) days after receipt of 
notification of such action. 


d. The applicant shall be advised by the Clerk of the 
Board of Adjustment of the time and place of the hearing at 
which the appeal will be considered, and shall have all rights 
defined under N.J.S.A. 40:55D-70a. 


e. If the Board of Adjustment affirms the 
Commission's denial, the applicant may seek legal remedies as 
afforded by law. 
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: f. If, in the case of an appeal, the Board of 
Adjustment determines there is an error in any order, 
requirement, decision or refusal made by the administrative 
officer pursuant to a report submitted by the Commission, the 
Board of Adjustment shall include the reasons for its 
determination in the findings of its decision thereon. 


27:9-23 Enforcement 


a. If any person shall undertake any activity vis-a- 
vis a historic building, structure or site, or within a historic 
district, without first having obtained a permit to do so, such 
person shall be deemed to be in violation of this Ordinance. 


b. Upon learning of the violation, the Administrative 
Officer shall serve upon the owner or responsible party of the 
lot whereon the violation is occurring a notice describing the 
violation in detail and giving the owner fourteen (14) business 
days to abate the violation by restoring the historic site or 
improvement to its status quo ante. If the owner cannot be 
personally served within the municipality said notice shall be 
deemed to have been officially served, if, a copy has been 
posted on site and a copy sent by certified mail, return receipt 
requested, to the owner at his last known address as it appears 
on the municipal tax rolls. 


c. In the event that the violation is not abated 
within fourteen (14) days of service or posting on site, 
whichever is earlier, the Administrative Officer shall cause to 
be issued a summons and complaint, returnable in the municipal 
court, charging violation of this ordinance. 


d. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
Historic Preservation Ordinance of the City of Newark shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be subject to the penalties set forth 
for violation of the zoning ordinance. 


e. A separate offense shall be deemed committed on 
each day during or on which a violation occurs or continues. 


f. Fines not paid within the time period set by law 
Shall convert to a tax lien placed against the property and 
shall be recorded with the City of Newark Property Tax Office 
and the Essex County Register of Deeds and Mortgages. 


g. The Administrative Officer shall inspect work 
approved by a permit and report to the Commission the results of 
such inspections. 


27:9-24 Preventive Maintenance 


a. The structural integrity of all historic sites and 
improvements in historic districts shall be preserved against 
decay and deterioration by being kept free from the following 
Structural defects by the responsible person: 


l. Deteriorated or inadequate foundation. 


2. Defective or deteriorated floor supports or 
any structural members of insufficient size to carry imposed 
loads with safety. 

3. Members of walls, partitions or vertical 


supports that split, lean, list or buckle due to defective 
material or deterioration. 
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4. Structural members of ceilings and roofs, or 
other horizontal structural members, which sag, split or buckle 
due to defective materials or deterioration or are of 
insufficient size to carry imposed loads with safety. 


5. Fireplaces or chimneys which list, bulge or 
settle due to defective material or deterioration or are of 
insufficient strength to carry imposed loads with safety. 


6. Lack of weather protection. 


b. The responsible person shall repair said 
improvement within a specified period of receipt of a written 
order to correct defects or repairs to any improvement as 
provided in Section (a) above, so that such improvement shall be 
preserved and protected in accordance with the purposes of this 
article. 


c. Any such order shall be in writing, state the 
actions to be taken with reasonable particularity and shall 
Specify dates for compliance which may be extended for a 
reasonable period of time upon request to allow the responsible 
person to secure financing, labor and/or materials. Any such 
order may be appealed to the Board of Adjustment within twenty 
(20) days of receipt of same. 


d. That taking of an appeal or the commencement of 
any court action hereunder shall not operate to stay any order 
requiring structures to be secured or requiring temporary 
support unless the Board of Adjustment or a court expressly 
stays such order 


27:9-25 - Municipal Responsibility 


a. It is recognized that the intent and purposes of 
this article would not be fully served if the City were to 
control the actions of others but fail to apply similar 
constraints to itself. Accordingly, a permit shall be required 
before final approval of any city actions on public as well as 
private lands, streets, easements and rights-of-way for actions 
affecting designated historic sites, buildings or districts. 


b. This requirement shall be deemed to include any 
action by any party which requires the approval of concurrence 
of the City or any City agency and which is not otherwise 
covered by the provisions of the article. 


27:9-26 - Rules of Interpretation 


a. This Article shall be liberally construed to 
affect the purposes set forth herein. In the event that this 
Ordinance conflicts with State law, State law shall take 
precedence. 


b. In the event that any portion of this Article is 
found to be invalid for any reason by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such judgment shall be limited in its effect only 
to the portion of the Article actually adjudged invalid and 
shall not be deemed to affect the operation of any other portion 
hereof. 


27:9-27 - General 


a. No duties or powers of the Commission shall 
supersede or infringe on the powers of other City boards. 
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b. All ordinances and all provision thereof 
inconsistent or conflicting with the provisions of this Article 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict of 
inconsistency. 


27:9-8 - Injunctive Relief 


In the event that any action which would permanently 
change adversely the historic building, structure, site or 
district, such as demolition or removal, is about to occur 
without an approval having been issued, the Administrative 
Officer shall apply to the Municipal Council for such injunctive 
relief as is necessary to prevent the destruction.

(8) Care of all city parks and public grounds including 
trees, lawns and landscaping appurtenant to public buildings. 


Section 4. There shall be within the Department of 
Neighborhood Services, a Division of Inspections and 
Enforcement, the head of which shall be the Manager, Division 
of Inspections and Enforcement. : 


Section 5. The Division of Inspections and Enforcement, 
under the supervision of the Director of Neighborhood 
Services, shall conduct inspections and enforce the 
provisions of the zoning ordinance and all other ordinances 
governing land use exclusive of the uniform construction 
code, the fire safety code and the state sanitary code. 


Section 6. There shall be within the Department of 
Neighborhood Services, a division of neighborhood 
preservation, the head of which shall be the manager, 
division of neighborhood preservation.

structures, facilities and properties; assist in the

There shall be within the Department of 
Neighborhood Services, a Division of Sanitation, the head 
of which shall be the Manager, Division of Sanitation.

Section 4, The following additional matters are hereby determined, declared, recited and stated: 
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(a) The purposes described in SECTION 3 of this Bond Ordinance are not current 
expenses and are property or improvements which the City may lawfully acquire or make as 
general improvements, and no part of the cost thereof has been or shall be specifically assessed 
on property specially benefited thereby. 

(b) The period of usefulness of said purposes is within the limitations of the Local 
Bond Law taking into consideration the amount of said obligations authorized for said purpose, 
according to the reasonable life thereof computed from the date of said bonds authorized by this 
Bond Ordinance, and for said purposes, as set forth in SECTION 3 hereof, the period of 
usefulness is 14.25 years. 

(c} The Supplemental Debt Statement required by the Local Bond Law has been duly 
made and filed in the office of the City Clerk and a complete executed duplicate thereof has been 
filed in the office of the Director of the Division of Local Government Services in the 
Department of Community Affairs of the State of New Jersey, and such Statement shows that the 
gross debt of the City determined as provided in said Law is increased by this Bond Ordinance 
by $16,414,480 and obligations authorized hereunder will be within all debt limitations prescribed 
by said Law. 

(d) Amounts not exceeding $821,000 in the aggregate for interest on said obligations, 
costs of issuing said obligations, engineering costs, legal fees and other items of expense listed 
and permitted under N.J.S.A. 40A:2-20 of the Local Bond Law may be included as part of the 
costs of said improvements and are included in the foregoing estimates thereof. 

Section 5. Each of the bonds authorized herein shall be designated "Qualified Bond (Qualified 
pursuant to the Municipal Qualified Bond Act, N.J.S.A. 40A:3-1 et $eq.)" and shall contain a recital that 
it is issued pursuant to Title 40A of the New Jersey Statutes and is entitled to the benefits of the 
provisions of the Municipal Qualified Bond Act, N.J.S.A.40A:3-1 et seq. Within ten (10) days after the 
date of issuance of qualified bonds, the City shal! certify to the State Treasurer the name and address of 
the paying agent, the maturity schedule, interest rate and dates of payment of debt service on such 
qualified bonds. The bonds must be registered bonds, registered as to both principal and interest, or as 
consistent with any applicable law in effect as of the date of issuance. The form, date, denomination, 
interest rate and maturity of the bonds shall be as hereafter determined by resolution of the Municipal 
Council. 

Section 1. The full faith and credit of the City are hereby pledged to the punctual payment of 


the principal of and interest on the said obligations authorized by this Bond Ordinance. Said obligations 
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Shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the City, and, unless paid from other revenues of the City, the 
City shall be obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all the taxable property within the City for the 
payment of said obligations and interest thereon without limitation as to rate or amount.

the yield on the investment of any moneys in the manner and to the extent necessary to comply with said 
Section 148 of the Code. 

The City reasonably expects to reimburse the City’s expenditure of certain costs of the 
improvements or purposes described in SECTION 3 of this Bond Ordinance ("Project Costs") incurred and 
paid prior to the issuance of any bonds or notes authorized by this Bond Ordinance with the proceeds of 
such bonds or notes.

Section 1.150-2(e), and no reimbursement allocation will employ an abusive arbitrage device under 
Treasury Regulations Section 1.148-10 to avoid the arbitrage restrictions or to avoid the restrictions under 
Code Sections 141 through 147. The bonds or notes issued pursuant to this Bond Ordinance to pay 
Project Costs will be in an amount not to exceed $17,278,400.00. As soon as possible after the adoption

or the customary location of records of the City that are available to the general public. This Bond 
Ordinance will be available at least until the issuance of the bonds or notes authorized hereunder at such 
location for public inspection upon proper notice during working hours. The Project Costs to be 
reimbursed with the proceeds of the bonds or notes authorized herein will be “capital expenditures” as 
defined in Treasury Regulations Section 1.150-1(b), a cost of issuance for the bonds or notes herein 
authorized or an expenditure described in Treasury Regulations Section 1.148-6(d)(3)(ii)(B). The 
allocation of proceeds of the bonds or notes issued pursuant to this Bond Ordinance to reimburse Project 
Costs incurred prior to the issuance of such bonds or notes shall be effected no later than 18 months after 
the later of the date the Project Costs are paid or the date the Project is placed in service or abandoned, 
but in no event more than 3 years after the original Project Costs to be reimbursed are paid.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, IN THE 
COUNTY OF ESSEX, NEW JERSEY (not less than two-thirds of all the members thereof affirmatively 


concurring), AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The improvements and purposes described in SECTION 3 of this Bond Ordinance (the 
"Purposes") are hereby authorized as capital improvements to be made or acquired by the City of 
Newark, County of Essex, State of New Jersey (hereinafter the "City"). For said Purposes, there is 
hereby appropriated the sum of $5,545,500, said sum being inclusive of all appropriations heretofore 
made therefor. No downpayment is required for the Purposes, as such Purposes are self-liquidating and 
the obligations authorized herein are deductible from gross debt of the City pursuant to the Local Bond 
Law, constituting Chapter 2 of Title 40A of the New Jersey Statutes (N.J.S.A. 40A:2-1, et seq.) (the 
"Local Bond Law") as more fully explained in SECTION 4(E) hereof. 

Section 2. For the financing of the Purposes and to meet the part of said $5,545,500 
appropriation not otherwise provided for hereunder, negotiable bonds of the City are hereby authorized 
to be issued in a principal amount not to exceed $5,545,500 pursuant to the Local Bond Law. In 
anticipation of the issuance of said bonds, negotiable notes of the City in a principal amount not 
exceeding $5,545,500 are hereby authorized to be issued pursuant to and within the limitations prescribed 
by said Law.

Each bond anticipation note issued pursuant to this Bond Ordinance shall be ( 
dated on or about the date of its issuance and shall be payable not more than one year from its date, shall | 
bear interest at a rate per annum as may be hereafter determined within the limitations prescribed by law 

and may be renewed from time to time pursuant to and within the limitations prescribed by Local Bond 

Law. Each of said notes shall be signed and shall be under the seal of said City and attested as permitted 

by law. The appropriate City officers are hereby authorized to execute said notes and to issue said notes 

_ in such form as they may adopt in conformity with the law. The power to determine all matters in 

connection with this Ordinance and also the power to sell said notes, is hereby delegated to the Chief 

Financial Officer of the City (the "Financial Officer"), who is hereby authorized to sell said notes either 

at one time or from time to time in the manner provided by law and the Financial Officer's Signature 

upon the notes shall be conciusive evidence as to all such determinations. The Financial Officer is 

authorized and directed to report in writing to the governing body at the meeting next succeeding the date 

when any sale or delivery of notes pursuant to this Bond Ordinance is made, such report to include the 

principal amount, description, interest rate and maturity of the notes sold, the price obtained and the name 


of the purchaser.

Section 4. The following additional matters are hereby determined, declared, recited and stated: 
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(a) The purposes described in SECTION 3 of this Bond Ordinance are not current 
expenses and are property or improvements which the City. may lawfully acquire or make as 
general improvements, and no part of the cost thereof has been or shall be specifically assessed 
on property specially benefited thereby. 

(5) The period of usefulness of said purposes is within the limitations of the Local 
Bond Law taking into consideration the amount of said obligations authorized for said purpose, 
according to the reasonable life thereof computed from the date of said bonds authorized by this 
Bond Ordinance, and for said purposes, as set forth in SECTION 3 hereof, the period of 
usefulness is 35.18 years.

of the System, the revenues (when combined with other revenues of the System) necessary to 
provide for the payment of:

(2) 110 percent of all principal and interest payable during such fiscal year with 
respect to all bonds or other obligations authorized hereunder and with respect to obligations of the

(3) If a deficiency in the System's revenues, with respect to the covenants of this 
paragraph (g) nevertheless results, the City covenants with the Bond Holders that it will forthwith fix, 
and adjust its rates to the extent necessary to make up such deficiency. 

(h) The City hereby further covenants with the Bond Holders as follows: 

(1) to establish a reserve fund for repair and replacement of improvements and capital 
equipment financed by this or any other capital authorizations for the System, which shall be referred to 
as a "Maintenance Reserve and Replacement Fund," which is hereby established for the System as a 
separate fund. 

(2) (i) No money of the System shall be used, appropriated or transferred from the 
System’s budget or funds to any other fund or account of the City outside of the System’s other accounts 
or funds, unless, after said appropriation or transfer is made and all operations, maintenance and repair 
expenses and all debt service of the System have been provided for, there remains in the Maintenance 
Reserve and Replacement Fund, the lesser of $10,000,000 or fifty percent (50%) of the annual operating 
budget for the most recently completed fiscal year of the System; (ii) it is intended that money in this 
fund will be used for major capital repairs and replacement of the System; (iii) nothing herein shall be 
construed, however, to prohibit the use, transfer or appropriation of money from the Maintenance 
Reserve and Replacement Fund to the payment of principal and interest, when due, on bonds or other 
obligations of the System and for the expenses of operations, maintenance and repair of the System; and 
(iv) notwithstanding anything set forth herein, the System shall be allowed to appropriate or otherwise 
transfer monies to other accounts or funds of the City for the purpose of reimbursing the City for 
payment of monies of the City withheld and paid by the State of New Jersey to holders of Qualified 
Bonds issued for System Improvements and their proper purposes pursuant to the Qualified Bond Act. 

Section 5. Each of the bonds authorized herein shall be designated “Qualified Bond (Qualified 
pursuant to the Municipal Qualified Bond Act, N.J.S.A, 40A:3-1 et seq.)” and shall contain a recital that 


it is issued pursuant to Title 40A of the New Jersey Statutes and is entitled to the benefits of the 
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provisions of the Municipal Qualified Bond Act, N.J.S.A.40A:3-1 et seg. Within ten (10) days after the 
date of issuance of qualified bonds, the City shall certify to the State Treasurer the name and address of 
the paying agent, the maturity schedule, interest rate and dates of payment of debt service on such 
qualified bonds. The bonds must be registered bonds, registered as to both principal and interest, or as 
consistent with any applicable law in effect as of the date of issuance. The form, date, denomination, 
interest rate and maturity of the bonds shall be as hereafter determined by resolution of the Municipal 
Council. 

Section 6. The full faith and credit of the City are hereby pledged to the punctual payment of 
the principal of and interest on the said obligations authorized by this Bond Ordinance. Said obligations 
shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the City, and, unless paid from other revenues of the City, the 
City shall be obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all the taxable property within the City for the 
payment of said obligations and interest thereon without limitation as to rate or amount. 

Section 7. The Water Capital Budget of the City is hereby amended to conform with the 
provisions of this Bond Ordinance to the extent of any inconsistency herewith. The resolution in the form 
promuigated by the Local Finance Board of the New Jersey Department of Community Affairs showing 
full detail of the amended capital budget and capital program as approved by the Director of the Division 
of Local Government Services, is on file with the City Clerk and is available there for public inspection.

The City shall not directly or indirectly use or permit 
the use of any proceeds of such obligations or any other funds of the City, or take or omit to take any 
action, that would cause such obligations to be "arbitrage bonds" within the meaning of Section 148(a) 
of the Code, and will comply with all requirements of Section 148 of the Code to the extent applicable 
to the bonds and notes authorized hereby and all proceeds thereof, including without limitations restricting 
the yield on the investment of any moneys in the manner and to the extent necessary to comply with said 
Section 148 of the Code. 

The City reasonably expects to reimburse the City's expenditure of certain costs of the 


improvements or purposes described in SECTION 3 of this Bond Ordinance ("Project Costs") incurred and 
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paid prior to the issuance of any bonds or notes authorized by this Bond Ordinance with the proceeds of 
such bonds or notes. This Section is intended to be and hereby is a declaration of the City’s official 
intent to reimburse any expenditure of Project Costs incurred and paid prior to the issuance of bonds or 
notes authorized herein with the proceeds of such bonds or notes in accordance with Treasury Regulations 
Section 1.150-2(e), and no reimbursement allocation will employ an abusive arbitrage device under 
Treasury Regulations Section 1.148-10 to avoid the arbitrage restrictions or to avoid the restrictions under 
Code Sections 141 through 147. The bonds or notes issued pursuant to this Bond Ordinance to pay 
Project Costs will be in an amount not to exceed $5,545,500.00. As soon as possible after the adoption 
hereof and in any case with thirty (30) days from the adoption hereof, this Bond Ordinance will be filed 
in the City Hall, 920 Broad Street, Newark, New Jersey 07102, the main administrative office of the City 
or the customary location of records of the City that are available to the general public. This Bond 
Ordinance will be available at least until the issuance of the bonds or notes authorized hereunder at such 
location for public inspection upon proper notice during working hours. The Project Costs to be 
reimbursed with the proceeds of the bonds or notes authorized herein will be “capital expenditures" as 
defined in Treasury Regulations Section 1.150-1(b), a cost of issuance for the bonds or notes herein 
authorized or an expenditure described in Treasury Regulations Section 1.148-6(d)(3)(ii)(B). The 
allocation of proceeds of the bonds or notes issued pursuant to this bond ordinance to reimburse Project 
Costs incurred prior to the issuance of such bonds or notes shall be effected no later than 18 months after 
the later of the date the Project Costs are paid or the date the Project is placed in service or abandoned, 
5ut in no event more than 3 years after the original Project Costs to be reimbursed are paid.

Either party 
may be represented by an attorney. No testimony will be heard by the Municipal 
Council, only argument based on the record made before the Board of Adjustment. For 
the benefit of the parties who are not represented by an attorney, that means that they 
may state the reasons for their position on the variance and they may point to testimony 
before the Board to support their position. However, they cannot bring in new testimony 
or other evidence. 


This is the time and place for the appeal to commence. 
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. MS. EVANGELINE V. TUTT, ATTORNEY FOR THE APPELLANT, 188 ASTOR 
STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY addressed the Members of the Municipal Council 
indicating that the Board did not have sufficient information regarding this variance and 
made an erroneous decision and requested the Municipal Council to overturn the 
decision of the Board of Adjustment on this matter. 


MR. FRANCIS J. GIANTOMASI, ATTORNEY FOR THE APPLICANT, 292 
LAFAYETTE STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the Members of the 
Municipal Council indicating that all requirements had been met to comply with the 
variance and noted this building has always housed nuns and would continue in the 
future to house a selected group of women 50 years of age and over. 


REVEREND MONSIGNOR NICHOLAS DE MARZIO, EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 
OF CATHOLIC COMMUNITY SERVICES, 259 OLIVER STREET, NEWARK, NEW 
JERSEY addressed the Members of the Municipal Council reiterating the facts relative 
to the housing of mature women in this facility and there would be no one with 
substance abuses. The applicants would be strictly screened. 


President Martinez reading the following statement: 


I have thoroughly reviewed the application of Catholic 
Community Services to permit in a 2nd Industrial Zone, a rooming 
and boarding house that does not meet the requirements for a 
Conditional Use Approval. I have also thoroughly reviewed the 
transcript of the hearing before the Board of Adjustment 
regarding this matter. In addition, I am very familiar with the 
area in question. 


The decision on this particular application was a very 
difficult one to make. The supporters and the objectors both 
have good arguments in support of their causes. Quite frankly, I 
find the arguments of the objectors to the application to be more 
persuasive. Although the Reverend Monsignor Nicholas DeMarzio, 
for whom I have the utmost respect for his work in the community, 
raised many interesting points in support of the application, it 
is my belief that such a congregate living facility would be 
inappropriate for the neighborhood in which it its proposed. 


The proposed facility is obviously extremely important to 
the surrounding community judging from the sheer number of 
objectors who appeared at the hearing before the Board of 
Adjustment regarding this matter. This is a very close-knit 
community. Based on this alone it is my belief that such a 
facility would contribute to the deterioration of the 
cohesiveness of the community. 


Additionally, I have grave concerns regarding the parking 
and traffic congestion in the area. The street on which this 
facility will be located is very narrow which presently makes it 
difficult for two vehicles to travel down the street at the same 
time without one vehicle pulling over to allow the other to pass. 
Furthermore, the parking on the street is already inadequate for 
the present residents. I do not believe that the area could 
Sustain another residence with 20 people. Although the Monsignor 
DeMarzio testified that limited parking will be needed for the 
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residents, it is my experience that even though the residents may 
not own cars, residents will sometimes have visitors who will 
require parking. Also, residents who do not have cars may choose 
to purchase one as the means become available. 


Although the concept of such a congregate living facility is 

full of good intentions, I believe that the benefits of such a 
facility in this neighborhood is substantially outweighed by the 
detriment that it would cause in spite of its good intentions. 
Therefore, for the reasons which I have outlined, I would reverse 
the Boards decision and deny Catholic Community Service’s application, 
seconded by Council Member Tucker and failed of adoption by the following votes:

shall, in lieu of such permit, be issued an Out-of-City vehicle 
permit; provided however that this person satisfies all the 
conditions for the issuance of the Out-of-City autocab permit 
and the transportation provided by stich person complies with 
Newark C.O. 24:3-3. 


(b) The effect of an Out-of-City vehicle permit shall be: 


(1) An Out-of-City vehicle permit shall 
authorize a person using an autocab in the City of 
Newark, pursuant to Newark C.O. 24:3-1(b), above, to 
use such vehicle to pick up passengers in the City 
for hire on a pre-arranged basis only, to go solely 
to destinations outside the City of Newark, in 
accordance with C.O. 24:3-3 of this chapter. 
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(2) The annual fee for such an Out-of-City 
vehicle permit shall be $250.00. However, the fee 
for any permit issued after the first day of 
September, and expiring on the last day of February 
of the same fiscal year, shall be $125.00. Such 
permit fee shall be in addition to any other fee(s) 
or charge(s) established by the proper authorities 
and applicable to said holder for any vehicles under 
his operation and control. 


(c) An applicant for any Out-of-City vehicle permit must 
satisfy all of the following requirements: 


(1) A valid State of New Jersey for-hire 
vehicle registration, or a valid vehicle 
registration issued by the State of residence, or 
for the business operation of a non-resident of this 
State which is valid for the transportation of 
persons for hire within that State: 


(2) That neither the applicant, nor any person 
or business entity engaged in transporting 
passengers by motor vehicle for hire, affiliated 
with such applicant, has either a place of business 
within the City of Newark, a telephone number with ` 
the City of Newark, or solicits any business or 
specifically advertises within the City of Newark, 
except for broadcast media or newspaper advertise- 
ments which indicate the place of business as being 
outside the City of Newark. 


(3) That the applicant has not had a Newark 
vehicle permit or its equivalent revoked, or has not 
been refused renewal of such vehicle permit pursuant 
to C.O. 24:3-10 of this chapter; - and 


(4) The applicant has been granted a license of 
pernit to operate as an autocab by a political 
subdivision of the State of New Jersey or any other 
State of the United States. 


(d) If the Commission, after reviewing an application for 
an Out-of-City vehicle permit, and after an appropriate 
investigation and hearing, affording the applicant opportunity 
to be heard, finds that the applicant has made any false 
statement(s) or concealed any material fact(s) in connection 
with such application, the Commission may deny issuance of the 
permit, or may refuse to renew, or suspend or revoke any such 
permit, as may be appropriate, in its sole discretion. 


(e) A vehicle owner issued a permit pursuant to tnis 
section shall maintain the conditions of issuance of the permit 
as provided herein; violations of which are subject to fines as 
stated in C.O. 24:3-10 of this chapter. 


24:3-2: DISPLAY OF PERNIT 


(a) A vehicle owner shall ensure that a valid Newark Taxi 
Comission decal, evidencing an Out-of-City vehicle permit, is

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affixed to the right side of the rear bumper of the vehicle in 
a plainly visible manner. 


(b) No unauthorized entries shall be made on an Out-of- 
City vehicle permit or decal, nor shall they be altered or 
defaced in any manner whatsoever. 


(c) An unreadable, altered or defaced Out-of-City vehicle 
permit or decal shall immediately be surrendered by its holder 
to the Commission, with an affidavit or certification, or such 
information as may be required; and the owner shali immediately 
replace such permit or decal, as appropriate. 


(d) Any person deliberately violating this Section shall 
be fined in accordance with C.O. 24:3-10 of this chapter, but 
the minimum fine shall be $50.00 for a first offense. 


24:3-3: PERMITTED ACTIVITY — CONDITIONS AND RESTRICTIONS 


(a) A vehicle owner who holds an Out-of-City vehicle 
permit shall. pick up passengers on a pre-arranged basis only. 
Street hails' shall not be permitted. Further: 


(1) The vehicle shall be driven only by the 
holder of a driver's license which is valid for 
autocab operation of the vehicle in the State of New 
Jersey or in any other State. 


(2) The vehicle shall be driven only by the 
holder of an autocab vehicle driver's license where 
such license is required by the City of Newark 
unless such driver has submitted proof satisfactory 
to the Commission that the driver possesses any 
license or pernit which was granted by another State 
or political subdivision and for which such driver 
has been fingerprinted for the purpose of securing 
and reviewing his or her criminal history records. 


(c) A vehicle owner who holds an Out-of-City vehicle 
permit shall not both pick up and discharge the same passenger 
within the City of Newark, unless: 


(1) As part of pre-arranged transportation, 
which begins with the pick up of a passenger in the 
City of Newark and ends with the discharge of a 
passenger outside of the City, any temporary 
discharge and subsequent pick up of such passenger 
within the City during the course of performing such 
pre-arranged transportation; - and 


(2) There is no unauthorized intra-municipal 
transportation provided to any other person who is 
not covered by the pre-arranged transportation 
agreement during any period of discharge: - and 


(3) The applicant has entered into an agreement 
with the appropriate person or entity or a political 
subdivision of this State to rent space at either 
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Pennsylvania Station in Newark, New Jersey or at 
Newark International Airport, as the case may be, if 
such an agreement is required by such person, entity 
or political subdivision. 


(4) Any person violating this Section shall be 
fined in accordance with C.O. 24:3-10. 


24:3-4: LOG BOOK 


(a) A vehicle owner shall ensure that a record of each 
transport authorized solely by an Out-of-City vehicle permit 
issued pursuant to C.O. 24:3-1 be entered prior to the 
commencement of the transport in a logbook carried in the 
vehicle. Such record shall be kept for a period of one (1) year 
after such transport. The record of each such transport shall 
be written legibly in ink and shall include the following 
information: TU 


(1) The passenger's name; 

(2) The time of scheduled pick up of passengers; 

(3) The location of scheduled of passengers; 

(4) The final destination of any or all 
passenger(s); .- and 

(5) The time of completion of the transport. 


(b) The log required in subdivision (a) of this Section 
shall be kept in the vehicle during inter-municipal transport 
and shall be subject to inspection by any police officer or 
peace officer acting pursuant to his special duties or other 
person authorized by the Commission. Failure to present such a 
log maintained in the manner prescribed in subdivision (a) of 
this Section when requested by any such authorized person shall 
be presumptive evidence of violation of this ordinance. 


24:3-5: INSPECTIONS 


(a) A vehicle owner who has been issued an Out-of-City 
vehicle permit pursuant to C.O. 24:3-1 for a vehicle registered 
in a State other than the State of New Jersey shall be 
responsible for having said vehicle inspected at least once 
every year at an official inspection station which is licensed 
by the State issuing the registration. All vehicles shall meet 
inspection requirements provided by the State of registration. 
Authorized personnel of the Commission may conduct on-street 
inspections of such vehicles. The Commission may order vehicle 
owner to remove the decal or to order the vehicle owner to 
repair or replace such vehicle where it appears that it no 
longer meets the safety requirements prescribed by this Chapter 
and the applicable State Law or the safety requirements of the 
State of registration, as applicable.

remove such vehicle from service. 


(d) A vehicle owner who holds an Out-of-City vehicle 
permit shall ensure that he or she promptly complies with all 
Commission notices and directives to corrective observable 
defects in a vehicle which would result in the inability of 
said vehicle to pass an applicable State inspection or an 
inspection in the State of registration, as may be applicable. 


(e) A vehicle owner who holds an Out-of-City vehicle 
permit must maintain a statutory vehicle insurance policy in 
full force to the full and collectible amount as required by 
the law of the State such vehicle is registered, in or in the 
amount required by New Jersey law if that State has no 
mandatory insurance for motor vehicles. An insurance identi- 
fication card must be carried in the insured vehicle for 
production upon demand by an employee of the Commission. 


(f) Any person violating this section shall be fined in 
accordance with 24:3-10 of this chapter. 


24:3-6: SERVICE OF SUMMONS AND NOTICE 


(a) A vehicle owner who holds an Out-of-City vehicle 
permit shall be deemed to have designated each and every driver 
who operates such vehicle as his or her agent for accepting 
service by Commission personnel of summonses or notices to 
correct defects in the vehicle. Delivery of such summons or 
notice to a driver shall be deemed proper service of the 
summons or notice on the vehicle owner. The Commission shall, 
in addition, send a copy of any summons or notice to correct to 
the vehicle owner, at his last known business address, by 
ordinary mail. 


24:3-7: DRIVERS 


(a) A driver of a vehicle for which an Out-of-City vehicle 
permit has been obtained must be licensed by the Commission,

(7) Date of release from custody, 

(8) Prosecuting agency for each offense; 

(9) Age of victim for each offense. 

B. Obligation to provide that Information contained in 
subsection A above shall be a continuing obligation and 
any change in any of the information so supplied shall be 
immediately reported to the Newark Police Department. 
Maintenance of Registry 

The Chief of Police shall maintain a registry of convicted 
offenders containing the information required in Section 
2 of this Ordinance in alphabetical order by street name, 
which registry shall be available at all times for inspection 
by any person.
